"Amounts of twenty-five dollars or less will not be returned unless specifically requested within a 
reasonable time, nor will the payer be notified of such amounts; amounts over twenty-five dollars may 
be returned by check or, if requested, by credit to a deposit account."

The previous practice of holding applications abandoned if an authorization to charge fees under 37 
CF.R. § 1.16 has been provided instead of an authorization to charge fees under 37 CF.R. § 1.492 
has been changed.
